Pakistan wary of new Afghan policy

LONDON — Pakistan’s prime minister Thursday sig- 
naled his country’s cautious response to President Barack 
Obama’s new policy for Pakistan and Afghanistan by de- 
clining to endorse the U.S.-led troop surge. 

Instead, Prime Minister Yousuf Raza Gilani said his gov- 
ernment needs more information about Obama’s plan to ex- 
pand the U.S. military presence in Afghanistan and at the 
same time increase aid to Pakistan. 

Gilani said Pakistan was looking into the policy an- 
nounced by Obama on Tuesday, including the suggestion 
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that more covert CIA resources would be deployed in Paki- 
stan, where the central government faces a strong threat 
from Islamic extremists. 

“Regarding the new policy of President Obama, we are 
studying that policy,” Gilani said during a joint news confer- 
ence with his British counterpart, Gordon Brown, in London. 
“We need more clarity on it, and when we get more clarity 
on it, we can see what we can implement on that plan.” 

Unlike Brown, who strongly supports Obama’s approach 
and is sending 500 more British troops to Afghanistan to 
augment the surge, Pakistani leaders remained silent until 
Gilani’s carefully worded comments.

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DOD to miss deadline for removing 
Social Security numbers from IDs

The Defense Department will not 
meet its end-of-the-year deadline for 
removing Social Security numbers 
from military ID cards as they are 
issued or renewed, the Pentagon has 
confirmed. 

It is not clear how much progress, 
if any, has been made toward meeting 
that goal or any aspect of a sweep- 


ing identity theft protection plan the 
DOD established last year. It came 
at the direction of the White House, 
which in 2007 required all federal 
agencies to begin eliminating the use 
of Social Security numbers when pos- 
sible to help prevent fraud. There are 
approximately 12 million military ID 
cards in circulation, although not all 
have Social Security numbers, ac- 
cording to the Pentagon.

Military officials have refused repeated re- 
quests from Stars and Stripes for interviews 
regarding the matter since October and pro- 
vided the following statement Wednesday: 
“The Department of Defense is committed 
to removal of the Social Security number on 
[the] Common Access Card (CAC). Further 
information regarding this effort will be pro- 
vided as it becomes available.” 

Despite an Oct. 16 statement from the 
Pentagon saying the goal was on track to be 
met, spokeswoman Maj. April Cunningham 
on Tuesday said the military would not meet 
its self-imposed December 2009 deadline for 
phasing out Social Security numbers on ID 
cards. 

Eliminating the sensitive numbers from 
IDs was supposed to be the easiest part of the 
DOD Social Security Number Reduction Plan, 
Mary Dixon, director of Defense Manpower 
Data Center, told Stars and Stripes in 2008. 
The more challenging aspect, she said, would 
be overhauling the military’s record-keeping 
procedures and computer information sys- 
tems for pay, benefits and health care. 

In the Oct. 16 statement, the Pentagon said 
that every DOD agency was “working to ad- 
just their business processes ... to determine 
where they require the use of the SSN and they 
can make use of some other alternative.” 

But at least one major DOD agency, Tri- 
care, is not.

It was unclear Thursday to what extent 
other DOD agencies were involved in revamp- 
ing operations to reduce the use of Social Se- 
curity numbers. 

The Department of Veterans Affairs, which 
does not fall under the auspices of the DOD, 
already has removed Social Security num- 
bers from the ID cards of 3 million of its 5.1 


million patients, said Gail Belles, director of 
health care security requirement services. 

It also has removed the numbers from mail- 
order prescription medicine bottles and most 
printed patient documents, Belles said. 

Even before the 2007 White House man- 
date, the VA already had begun a massive 
overhaul to improve data security after two 
high-profile breaches in 2006, when unen- 
crypted laptop computers containing the re- 
cords of millions of patients were stolen. 

The VA in January will begin surveying 
its offices and 1,200-plus treatment facilities 
and building a database to determine where 
Social Security numbers can be eliminated 
from use. Officials are aiming to replace the 
Social Security number with another number 
unique to each individual patient for day-to- 
day operations, Belles said. 

Still, Social Security numbers will always 
be part of patients’ records as a means of au- 
thenticating their identity when necessary, 
she said. 

Like the DOD, the VA expects challenges 
in revamping most of its day-to-day functions 
that now center on Social Security numbers. 

“Tt’s the real challenge because the SSN is so 
widely used, and it’s embedded in all our pro- 
cess in the health care environment,” Belles 
said. “It was not an issue years ago. Now we 
just have to do that comprehensive look and 
change our practices and culture.”

Key differences between U.5., 
yoviet wars in Afghanistan

MOSCOW — The U.S.-led war 
in Afghanistan bears ominous 
similarities to the disastrous So- 
viet war there 20 years ago, when 
a modern army was humbled by 
small guerrilla bands and the 
invaders struggled to prop up an 
unpopular government in Kabul. 

But comparisons like these, 
often cited by critics of President 
Barack Obama’s planned surge, 
have emphasized similarities 
while ignoring key differences in 
the position of the Soviet Union 
then and the U.S. and NATO 
today. 

While more than 850 members 
of the U.S. military have died as a 
result of the U.S. invasion of Af- 
ghanistan in 2001, those losses 
still represent a fraction of 14,500 
Soviet deaths in Moscow’s Afghan 
adventure. 

During the 10 years the USSR 
fought in Afghanistan, the coun- 
try was a Cold War battleground, 
pitting a Kremlin-backed athe- 
ist government against Muslim

fighters clandestinely supported 
by the U.S., Pakistan, Iran, China 
and Saudi Arabia. 

By the late 1980s, the U.S. 
and the others were supplying 
the rebels with everything from 
transport mules to advanced 
weaponry, including the Stinger 
anti-aircraft missiles that played 
a crucial role in neutralizing So- 
viet air power. 

Today the Western allies face 
an insurgency in Afghanistan that 
is largely homegrown and self-fi- 
nanced, in part through opium 
production. No government pub- 
licly supports the Taliban. 

Dark assessments of the West’s 
chances in Afghanistan typically 
dwell on Moscow’s setbacks while 
ignoring its successes, includ- 
ing the creation of a relatively 
stable Afghan government and a 
300,000-strong army. 

In the current conflict, mili- 


tants have turned parts of Paki- 
stan into sanctuaries, as they did 
during the Soviet war. But unlike 
the Soviets, the U.S. has been able 
to extend its air power into these 
ungoverned regions. 

The U.S. has alienated many 
Afghans through its bombing 
raids, which have caused numer- 
ous civilian casualties. 

But U.S. and Western troops 
have trod far more lightly than 
Soviet military forces, some of 
whom robbed farmers, looted 
markets and used air power in- 
discriminately, sometimes wip- 
ing out villages. 

Obama’s plan for ending the 
U.S.-led war against the Taliban 
bears a_ striking resemblance 
to former Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s scheme for end- 
ing his country’s Afghan war 20 
years ago. 

After Gorbachev took power 
in 1985, he authorized a surge in 
military forces. But he gave his 
generals a year to win the war. 
After that, he warned, they would 
have to withdraw. 


Pakistan: Results of U.S. effort mixed

Analysts said the lack of a pub- 
lic endorsement of U.S. policy is 
in part a response to rising anti- 
American sentiment in Pakistan 
that prevents national leaders 
from publicly embracing expand- 
ed U.S. aid — even if they need 
the support. 

Since 2001, the U.S. has given 
the Pakistani army billions of 
dollars to try to get it to fight Is- 
lamic militants along the Afghan 
border. Starting last year, the U.S. 
began a sustained program of co- 
vert missile strikes against mili- 
tant targets close to the border. 

The results have been mixed. 


While the army has taken on the 
Pakistani Taliban, it has failed to 
go after Afghan Taliban leaders 
who base their operations in the 
tribal areas in the border region. 
At the same time, anti-Western 
sentiment has grown. 

Many Western officials and 
analysts believe Pakistan is play- 
ing off both sides — accepting U.S. 
funds to crack down on Pakistani 
militants while tolerating the Af- 
ghan Taliban in the expectation 
that the radical Islamic movement 
will take power in Afghanistan 
once the Americans withdraw. 

Shaun Gregory, an expert on 
Pakistani security at the Univer- 


sity of Bradford in Britain, said 
the Pakistanis will take note of 
Obama’s pledge to start bringing 
U.S. troops home from Afghani- 
stan in July 2011. 

“The Pakistanis are smart 
enough to read the signals com- 
ing out of Washington,” Gregory 
said. “It seems to me that the 
army’s longer-term strategy of 
broadly backing the Afghan Tal- 
iban is paying off now. They have 
their tails up.” 

Gilani has been lukewarm to 
the idea of a troop surge, saying he 
fears it would merely push Afghan 
militants across the mountainous 
border region into Pakistan.

The top U.S. commander in Af- 
ghanistan worked to sell the new 
American strategy for the coun- 
try to leaders there on Thurs- 
day, promising that international 
troops will not start leaving until 
national security forces are ready 
to take over. 

“We will not decrease coali- 
tion forces without the increase 
of Afghan national security 
forces capability,’ Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal, commander of U.S. 
and NATO forces in Afghanistan, 
told members of the Afghan Par- 
liament in a special briefing. “It 
will not be over [in summer 2011]. 
It will take time after that. It will 
take years after that, together, to 
provide security and continue to 
secure Afghanistan.” 

President Barack Obama’s new 
plan for the war in Afghanistan, 
unveiled in a nationwide address 
on Tuesday, calls for the dis- 
patch of 30,000 more troops to 
the country but also includes as- 
surances that some of them will 
begin withdrawing in July 2011. 

Obama also authorized Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates to deploy 
up to 3,000 more troops beyond 
the 30,000 to work as enablers 
or support staff for the surge. On 
Thursday, Gates told members of 
Congress he will ask for the ad- 
ditional 3,000. 

In addition, U.S. special envoy 
Richard C. Holbrooke on Thurs- 
day predicted that NATO allies 
will soon contribute more of their 
own to the Afghanistan surge, 
despite the war’s unpopularity in 
many ally countries. 

NATO spokesman James Ap- 
pathurai said pledges from the 
alliance already have exceeded 
5,000 troops. More than 20 na- 
tions are expected to make firm 
commitments at a force-genera- 
tion conference on Monday and 
following the international con- 
ference on Afghanistan in Janu- 
ary, he said. 

McChrystal told the Afghan 
leaders that the main focus of 
the new ground troops will be 
in Afghanistan’s volatile south, 
where the Taliban’s influence is 
strongest. 

Parliamentarians at Thurs- 
day’s meeting said they were 
worried about being deserted by 
international troops so soon, ac- 
cording to those who participated 
in a closed-door question-and-an- 
swer session with the general. 

Daoud Sultanzai, a parliamen- 
tarian from Ghazni province, 
said the lawmakers voiced con- 
cerns that the two-year deadline 
meant U.S. forces were not com- 
mitted to the country. 

“It is interpreted that the Unit- 
ed States and the international 
community will start leaving Af- 
ghanistan,” Sultanzai said.

The Taliban issued a statement 
Wednesday that said more Amer- 
icans would die under the Obama 
plan, which would give them an 
opportunity “to increase their 
attacks and shake the American 
economy, which is already facing 
crisis.” 

Taliban leaders have ruled out 
formal talks until U.S. and other 
foreign troops leave the country. 
But in an interview with The 
Associated Press on Thursday, 
Afghan President Hamid Kar- 
zai said he’s willing to talk with 
reclusive Taliban chief Mullah 
Omar in a bid to bring peace to 
the country if the move would 
have the backing of the United 
States and other international 
partners. 

“We must talk to the Taliban 
as an Afghan necessity,” he said. 
“The fight against terrorism and 
extremism cannot be won by 
fighting alone.” 

Karzai also dismissed con- 
cerns about a planned U.S. mili- 
tary drawdown. 

“For Afghans, it’s good that we 
are facing a deadline,” he said. 
“We must begin to stand on our 
own feet. And we must begin to 
defend our own country.” 

The U.S. now has 71,000 troops 
in Afghanistan, while other NATO 
members and allies collectively 
have 38,000 troops there. With 
the reinforcements, the interna- 
tional forces will grow to more 
than 140,000. 
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Minority party vows to leave coalition over plan

GINOWAN, Okinawa — There is no 
viable alternative to moving Marine air 
operations to a new air facility on Camp 
Schwab, the U.S. ambassador to Japan said 
Wednesday. 

However, a minority party has 
announced it would consider pulling out of 
Japan’s new coalition government unless 
the Marine air units move somewhere else 
— preferably outside Japan. 

During an interview with Stars and 
Stripes at the consul general’s residence 
in Ginowan, on a ridge overlooking Marine 
Corps Air Station Futenma, Ambassador 
John Roos said his three-day visit to 
Okinawa made him realize how important 
it is to reduce the U.S. military’s footprint 
on the island. 

He said a visit to the island’s Peace 
Prayer Memorial Park, where the names 
of the 240,856 people who died during the 
Battle of Okinawa at the end of World War 
II are inscribed on black granite walls, 
was a moving moment. 

“It’s a very powerful statement of the 
necessity to maintain peace and stability 
in this region of the world,” Roos said, 
adding that the Okinawa bases are impor- 
tant to accomplish the U.S. commitment 
to defend Japan and to deter aggression in 
the region. 


The 2006 bilateral agreement to realign 
U.S. troops in Japan accomplishes those 
goals and reduces the U.S. presence on 
Okinawa, he added. Moving Marine air 
operations to Camp Schwab would lead 
to closing most of the U.S. bases south of 
Kadena Air Base and transferring more 
than 8,000 Marines and their families to 
Guam. 

But it’s all interconnected with maintain- 
ing the region’s security, Roos stressed. 

“The Roadmap to Realignment is a com- 
plex package,” he said. “It has a lot of 
different parts, and one of the parts is 
reducing the burden. Other parts include 
maintaining the deterrence, so, you can’t 
pick pieces out. You’ve got to look at the 
package as a whole.” 

The 2006 agreement was reached 
with the more conservative Liberal 
Democratic Party, which ruled Japan 
almost unchecked for 54 years. The new 
more central-left government of Prime 
Minister Yukio Hatoyama took control 
in September and promptly called for a 
review of the agreement. 

Roos said he understood the need for 
the review. 

“When the Obama administration came 
into power, it very naturally reviewed a 
lot of policies,’ he said. “They reviewed 
the realignment roadmap, and they pretty 
quickly came to the conclusion that it’s the 
best and only viable option.”

Meanwhile, in Tokyo on Thursday, 
Mizuho Fukushima, leader of the Social 
Democratic Party, a junior partner in 
Hatoyama’s government, threatened to 
break the coalition if the government goes 
along with the Camp Schwab option for 
MCAS Futenma. 

“The SDP and I have a major decision 
to make if the Cabinet decides to keep 
the base within Okinawa,” she said at the 
beginning of a meeting of party officials 
Thursday, according to NHK radio news. 

Hatoyama’s coalition needs the coopera- 
tion of the pacific SDP in order to smoothly 
proceed with its agenda.

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U.S. Pacific 
bases escape 
worst of ’09 
typhoons

CAMP FOSTER, Okinawa — By all ac- 
counts, the 2009 northwest Pacific’s tropi- 
cal cyclone season was a relatively quiet 
one for U.S. bases. 

Twenty-six numbered storms had re- 
ceived Joint Typhoon Warning Center 
warnings during the June 1-Nov. 30 sea- 
son. Of those, 22 were severe enough to 
become named storms. However, only a 
handful threatened Pacific military bases. 

The season continued a pattern of below- 
normal storm activity for U.S. bases. Not 
since 2007 has Okinawa, at the heart of 
so-called “Typhoon Alley,’ been hit by 
a typhoon, and only three times has the 
highest warning, Tropical Cyclone Condi- 
tion of Readiness 1-E, been issued in the 
past five years. 

U.S. bases on Okinawa reverted from 
TCCOR-4 to All Clear on Tuesday, signal- 
ing the end of the season on the island. 
Guam remains in TCCOR-4 year-round. 

“We’ve been lucky,” said Senior Master 
Sgt. Brian McDonald of Kadena Air Base’s 
18th Wing Weather Flight. He added that 
no single weather factor has been respon- 
sible for the five-year downturn. 

Taiwan and the Philippines bore the 
brunt of the season, getting hit by a com- 
bined 12 storms. 

“There are going to be years” like this, 
when those two countries get pounded, then 
the tracks might shift more over Japan and 
Okinawa, McDonald said. “The water has 
certainly been warm enough. It’s just that 
nothing’s come our way.” 

It’s a far cry from 2004, when a record- 
tying 28 numbered storms were recorded 
and 13 of those affected Japan and Oki- 
nawa — eight of them from September to 
November alone. 

The Philippines suffered the worst dur- 
ing the 2009 season and prompted a U.S. 
military humanitarian relief mission. Ty- 
phoon Ketsana rumbled through Luzon 
in late September, flooding metro Manila, 
killing at least 246 people, causing more 
than $100 million in damage and leav- 
ing thousands homeless. Typhoon Parma 
brought even more rain the next week. 

Typhoon Morakot in August became 
the deadliest storm in Taiwan’s history, 
with 461 killed, 192 missing and $3.3 bil- 
lion in damage. Morakot dumped nearly 
110 inches of rain and triggered floods and 
landslides throughout mountainous south- 
ern Taiwan. 

Prior to making landfall, Morakot 
lashed Okinawa with 65 mph wind gusts. 
U.S. bases reached TCCOR-3 for a day, and 
the storm forced 252 flight cancellations, 
stranding more than 41,000 during the 
peak Obon summer holidays. 

Mainland Japan took its hardest hit on 
Oct. 8, when Melor, the season’s 20th storm, 
slammed ashore near Nagoya, killing two 
and injuring 114. Flights were canceled at 
Japan’s major international airports, more 
than 3 million train passengers were de- 
layed, U.S. Navy ships put to sea and base 
schools were closed. 

Though the season is technically over, 
one typhoon remains active in the north- 
west Pacific: Nida, the 26th storm of the 
season, spawned southeast of Guam on 
Nov. 21.

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Lawyer seeks delay of Hasan sanity exam 


Fort Hood suspect is too medically impaired, says attorney

DALLAS — Maj. Nidal Malik 
Hasan’s defense attorney sought 
Wednesday to delay a sanity ex- 
amination for the suspect in the 
Fort Hood, Texas, massacre, say- 
ing that his client is still too medi- 
cally impaired to participate. 

“This is getting dirty,” lawyer 
John Galligan said of the Army. 
“These guys have made it clear 
that they’re going for blood.” 

His comments came as pros- 
ecutors at Fort Hood filed 32 
more mili- 
tary charges 
against the 
Army  psy- 
chiatrist, ac- 
cusing him 
of trying to 
murder 30 
soldiers and 
two civilian 
police of- 
ficers  dur- 
ing the Nov. 
5 massa- 
cre. Hasan 
was charged last month with 13 
counts of premeditated murder 
for the deaths of a dozen soldiers 
and a civilian. 

Galligan said he filed court 
papers to block any mental evalu- 
ation of his client until post com- 
manders take action on a series 
of defense motions. For weeks, 
he has been seeking approval to 
hire a civilian private investiga- 
tor and to have his security clear- 
ance reinstated. 

The lawyer, a retired colonel 
and former chief judge of the 
military district that includes 
Fort Hood, has said classified

Bill would let gay troops dodge 
‘don't ask’ rules at testimony

Gay servicemembers who re- 
veal their sexual orientations 
during congressional testimony 
would be immune from forced 
discharges under a bill intro- 
duced Wednesday. 

The legislation’s author, U.S. 
Rep. Alcee Hastings, D-Fla., 
said the bill is needed to ensure 
that Congress has reliable and 
relevant witnesses at its disposal 
if the House holds hearings next 
year on the “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy. 

But the measure has met sur- 
prising opposition from leading 
gay veterans groups. 

Alexander Nichols, execu- 
tive director of Servicemembers 
United said the legislation would 
not protect gay servicemembers 
from becoming pariahs within 
their units. 

He thinks it is better for gay 
veterans to share their experi- 
ences than to put active duty ser- 
vice members at risk. 

Aaron Belkin, director of the 


Palm Center, a think tank devoted 
to gays in the military at the Uni- 
versity of California, Santa Bar- 
bara, said that if the bill passes, 
it would be the first dent in “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” since the policy 
prohibiting service members 
from acknowledging they are gay 
was adopted in 1993. As such, it 
represents an important step to- 
ward full repeal, Belkin said. 

“T don’t think there is any down 
side,” he said. “Politically, it is a 
very poignant thing to put a gay 
person on the stand because that 
is shining a spotlight on the lie 
that structures the whole policy. 
The move, in and of itself, before 
they even say anything, is power- 
ful ammunition.” 

Since “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
took effect, nearly 13,000 troops 
have been dismissed because it 
became known they were gay. 
President Barack Obama said 
he favors lifting the ban but has 
asked for more time to persuade 
opponents in the Pentagon.

Iraq’s VP open to talks on stalled election

BAGHDAD — Iraq’s vice pres- 
ident said Thursday he remains 
open to talks to break an impasse 
on holding parliament elections 
scheduled for next month, but 
that he stands by his demand that 
minority Sunnis have a greater 
voice in the voting. 

A long delay of the elections 
could complicate the withdrawal 
timetables for U.S. forces, and 
chances appear to be dimming 
quickly for Iraq to hold the elec- 
tions as scheduled on Jan 16. 

The main obstacle is Vice Pres- 
ident Tariq al-Hashemi’s recent 
veto of a new proposed election 
law, which has blocked the whole 
process. He said the law does not 
give enough seats for Iraqis living 
abroad, most of whom are fellow 
Sunnis. 

Some officials, including a U.N. 


envoy, have proposed moving the 
voting to at least the end of Feb- 
ruary. Al-Hashemi said he was 
ready for more dialogue, but in- 
sisted he will not lift his veto un- 
less his demands are met. 

“T did not veto the law for the 
sake of veto, I had my legitimate 
justifications,’ he told a news 
conference. 

Al-Hashemi’s current veto ex- 
pires Sunday. He either must re- 
impose the veto or the proposed 
election law will be automatically 
approved. That would leave of- 
ficials with the option to either 
scramble to hold elections on 
schedule Jan. 16 or set a delayed 
date. 

Al-Hashemi said “there is still 
time” to reach a compromise on 
holding the elections for an ex- 
panded 323-seat parliament. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Ma- 
liki is hoping to remain in power 


with the backing of a coalition 
that includes his main Shiite 
backers and some Sunni groups. 
But he faces a challenge from 
a wide-reaching Shiite alliance 
that includes the country’s most 
powerful Shiite political group. 

Washington is closely watching 
the election process. A toppling 
of the pro-Western al-Maliki ad- 
ministration could tip the leader- 
ship toward groups more wary of 
the United States. A long delay in 
the voting also could force mili- 
tary commanders to juggle both 
election security and the pullout 
plans. 

Al-Hashemi said he is study- 
ing proposals by U.N. monitors to 
find ways to move ahead with the 
elections. But he vowed not to lift 
his veto until the election plans 
“meet the national interests and 
fix the shortcomings.”

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22 dead in Somali suicide attack

MOGADISHU, Somalia — A male suicide 
bomber dressed as a woman attacked a grad- 
uation ceremony Thursday in a small part of 
the capital still under government control, 
killing up to 22 people, including three Cabi- 
net ministers, doctors and medical students. 

The attack was a severe blow to a country 
long battered by war and underscored the 
government’s tenuous hold on even a small 
area of Mogadishu. 

African Union peacekeeping troops pro- 
tecting the government wage near daily bat- 
tles with Islamic militants who hold much of 
central and southern Somalia and act so bra- 
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zenly in the capital that they carry out public 
executions. 

“What happened today is a national disas- 
ter,’ said Somali Information Minister Dahir 
Mohamud Gelle, who confirmed that the min- 
isters for education, higher education and 
health were killed in the blast. 

The ministers for sports and tourism also 
were wounded in the attack inside the Shamo 
Hotel, he said. 

The assailants hit one of Somalia’s most im- 
portant efforts to extricate itself from anar- 
chy and violence, explaining the presence of 
so many top government officials. The former 
medical students among the graduates came 
from only the second class to receive diplo- 
mas from the medical school. 








The first class graduated a year ago. Before 
then, almost two decades has passed since 
anyone earned a medical degree in Somalia. 
In the December 2008 ceremony, held at the 
same hotel, the graduates proudly hoisted di- 
plomas into the air. 

This year, there was mayhem as the bomb 
went off among 43 graduates, their fami- 
lies and officials who were sitting on plastic 
chairs facing a small stage, leaving the dead 
and wounded in bloody heaps. 

More than 40 people were wounded. 

No group immediately claimed responsibil- 
ity, but suspicion fell upon the militant group 
al-Shabab, which has ties to al-Qaida, controls 
much of the country and has carried out past 
suicide attacks.

rioting that left nearly 200 people 
dead in July. 

It was China’s worst ethnic vio- 
lence in decades. 

The five identified in the of- 
ficial Xinhua News Agency’s 
report Thursday had names indi- 
cating they were Uighurs, and it 
said the cases were heard in the 
Uighur language. 

Uighurs are a Turkic Muslim 
ethnic group linguistically and 
culturally distinct from the Han. 
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rounded up after the riots, in 
which Uighurs attacked members 
of China’s Han ethnic majority on 
July 5, only to face retaliatory at- 
tacks two days later.

SEOUL — The communist 
government led by North Ko- 
rean leader Kim Jong I] must be 
investigated for crimes against 
humanity for alleged human 
rights violations including ex- 
treme torture, sexual slavery and 
prison brutality, defectors said 
Thursday. 

About 150 defectors from North 
Korea signed a petition urging 
the International Criminal Court 
to investigate North Korea and 
arrest its authoritarian leader for 
alleged rights violations. 

A group of defectors will travel 
to The Hague, Netherlands, next 
week to file the petition with the 
court, they said. 

Activist Ha Tae-keung said if 
Sudan President Omar al-Bashir 
could be charged in March with 
war crimes and crimes against 
humanity for atrocities in the 
Darfur region, Kim Jong Il 
should be prosecuted, too.

“North Korea’s crimes against 
humanity are no less serious than 
Sudan’s,” he told a news confer- 
ence in Seoul. 

North Korea has one of the 
world’s worst human rights re- 
cords but dismisses criticism as 





part of a U.S.-led attempt to over- 
throw its regime. 

Last month, a key U.N. com- 
mittee expressed “very serious 
concern” over widespread re- 
ports of rights violations. North 
Korea rejected the statement as 
“a trite political plot hatched by 
hostile forces.” 

North Korea runs at least five 
large political prison camps that 
hold an estimated 150,000 to 
200,000 inmates, according to 
the U.S. State Department. 

Inmates are forced to toil for 
more than 10 hours a day, are 
poorly fed and do not receive 
medical aid, according to former 
inmates. 

“Many people died while serv- 
ing in prison camps,” said Jung 
Gyoung-il, who served three 
years in the North’s infamous 
Yodok camp before fleeing the 
country in 2003. 

“When people died, we weren’t 
that sad because we received an 
extra bowl of rice for burying 
them.”

Change to currency causing 
more despair in North Korea

SEOUL — North Korean authorities threatened 
“merciless punishment” for defiance of new cur- 
rency rules, activists said Thursday, as the change 
sparked panic and despair among merchants left 
with piles of worthless bills. 

North Korea informed citizens and foreign em- 
bassies Monday that it would redenominate its na- 
tional currency, the won, diplomats said. Residents 
in the reclusive communist country were told they 
have until Sunday to exchange a limited amount of 
the old bills into new ones, they said. 

The news sent Pyongyang residents distrustful 
of the local currency rushing to the black market to 
convert hoarded bills into U.S. dollars and Chinese 
yuan, South Korea’s Yonhap News Agency reported, 
citing unidentified North Korean traders operating 
in neighboring China. 

Shops, bathhouses, barbershops and restaurants 
have shut their doors, activists said. 

“We heard business and market activities were 
all suspended,” said Lee Seung-yong, an official at 
Good Friends, a Seoul-based civic group. “People 
have no money to engage in business.” 


Authorities have threatened “merciless punish- 
ment” for anyone violating the rules of the currency 
exchange, Good Friends said Thursday. 

The overhaul of the won — the most drastic in 50 
years — appears aimed at curbing runaway infla- 
tion and clamping down on the street markets that 
have sprung up in the tightly controlled nation, ana- 
lysts said. 

Unable to feed its 24 million people, the regime 
began allowing some markets in 2002, including 
farmers’ markets. The markets may have encour- 
aged trade but they also brought in banned goods 
such as films and soap operas from South Korea, 
posing a threat to leader Kim Jong II’s totalitarian 
rule, analysts said. The country’s largest wholesale 
market, in Pyongyang, reportedly was shut down in 
mid-June. 

“This is aimed at rooting out the budding private 
sector and strengthening the government’s control 
of the economy,” said Jeong Kwang-min, a research 
fellow at the Institute for National Security Strategy 
in Seoul. 

He said the move has a broader goal in mind: to 
pave the way for Kim Jong II to turn over power to 
his youngest son, Kim Jong Un, and to ensure he in- 
herits a stable economy.

U.S. woman’s trial 
nears end in Italy

PERUGIA, Italy — Lawyers for 
American student Amanda Knox 
had their last chance Thursday 
to convince a jury she is inno- 
cent of the murder of her British 
roommate. 

The session in the courtroom 
in Perugia was set aside for re- 
buttals by prosecutors as well as 
by lawyers for Knox and her Ital- 
ian former boyfriend, who is also 
accused of murdering Meredith 
Kercher. Knox and co-defendant 
Raffaele Sollecito insist they are 
innocent. 

Kercher was found fatally 
stabbed in the neck in November 
2007 in her bedroom at the rented 
home she shared with Knox in 
Perugia. Kercher, Knox and Sol- 
lecito were all students in the Um- 
brian university town. 

A verdict by the eight-member 
jury, which includes two judges, 
in the nearly yearlong trial could 
come as soon as Friday. 

Escorted by prison guards, 
Knox looked tense as she came to 
the courtroom, where one of the 
prosecutors, Manuela Comodi, 
was opening the day’s proceedings 


with another appeal to the court 
to convict the two defendants. 

Defense lawyers have a chance 
to counter the prosecutors’ ar- 
guments when they address the 
court on Thursday afternoon. 

While often smiling during 
much of the trial, the weight of two 
years in jail and the possibility of 
a conviction and a life sentence 
appeared to have taken their toll 
on Knox. She recently wept as she 
proclaimed her innocence before 
the court. 

Prosecutors have requested a 
life sentence for Knox and Solle- 
cito on charges they sexually as- 
saulted and murdered Kercher, 
who shared a rented house with 
the American and other students. 
Both Knox, a 22-year-old student 
from Seattle, and Sollecito, an 
Italian who was her boyfriend at 
the time, have pleaded innocent. 

The prosecutors have told the 
court a different story, depicting 
Knox and Kercher as two people 
who had grown apart. Prosecutor 
Giuliano Mignini said Knox was 
harboring hatred toward Kerch- 
er, whom Knox saw as a “smug 
girl.” He said Knox wanted to 
get back at Kercher for saying 
she was not clean and calling her 
promiscuous. 


Police: Filipinas likely raped 
in election-related violence

MANILA, Philippines — At 
least five women among 57 peo- 
ple massacred in an attack on an 
election convoy in the southern 
Philippines last week may have 
been raped, police said Thursday. 

The forensic findings from the 
Nov. 23 carnage, blamed on a 
powerful clan that has ruled im- 
poverished Maguindanao prov- 
ince unopposed for years, also 
indicated that some of the victims 
were mowed down with a light 
machine gun and others shot from 
a distance of only 2 feet, said Ar- 
turo Cacdac, director of the police 
crime lab. 

The convoy was carrying 30 
journalists, their staff and the 
family and supporters of a local 


politician to file his candidacy 
for governor of Maguindanao, a 
position held by the powerful Am- 
patuan clan. 

Twenty-one of the 57 people 
slain were women. More than half 
of those killed were journalists. 

Ampatuan’s clan, notorious for 
running a large private army pur- 
portedly for protection against 
Muslim rebels active in the south- 
ern Philippines, has been allied 
with President Gloria Macapa- 
gal Arroyo, who received crucial 
votes from the region during the 
2004 elections. 

Arroyo has promised swift jus- 
tice in the killings and her ruling 
party has since expelled the Am- 
patuans. The Ampatuans deny 
involvement.

Bernanke 
faces heat 
at Senate 
hearing

WASHINGTON — Making a 
case for a second term as head 
of the Federal Reserve, Ben Ber- 
nanke said Thursday that he has 
the tools and the political back- 
bone necessary to reel in massive 
economic support once the recov- 
ery is firmly rooted. 

Bernanke faces enormous 
anger from both Congress and 
the public for bailing out Wall 
Street while ordinary Americans 
are struggling under the crush of 
high unemployment, stagnant in- 
comes and rising foreclosures. 

If confirmed to a second, four- 
year term, Bernanke vowed to 
work with Congress to overhaul 
the nation’s financial regula- 
tory structure and to bring about 
stronger and more effective 
supervision, he told the Senate 
Banking Committee. 

Despite all the criticism heaped 
on him about the bailouts and a 
move by Sen. Bernie Sanders, I- 
Vt., to block Bernanke’s confir- 
mation, it doesn’t appear in doubt 
at this point. 

Sen. Christopher Dodd, D- 
Conn., chairman of the panel, 
predicted Bernanke would win 
confirmation.

Geithner says president’s focus is generating jobs

WASHINGTON — The Obama admin- 
istration’s No. 1 job right now is to rev up 
economic growth and get companies to start 
creating jobs again, Treasury Secretary Tim- 
othy Geithner said Thursday. 

Geithner’s remarks come as the White 
House convenes a summit to explore new 
ideas to help put Americans back to work. 
Nearly 16 million are currently unemployed, 
and the jobless rate is at 10.2 percent, a 26- 
year high. 

“Our biggest challenge now is growth and 
bringing down unemployment,” Geithner 
said in an interview on CNBC. “That’s our 
overwhelming challenge. Nothing is possible 


without that.” 

A “classic mistake” 
governments have made 
in the aftermath of past 
crises is removing sup- | 
port too early before the 
economies are strong 
enough to stand on their 
own, he said. 

After four straight los- 
ing quarters, the economy 
returned to growth in the 
July-September quarter, 
expanding at a modest 2.8 percent pace. 

“The economy is healing,’ Geithner said. 
But he added: “We suffered this enormous 
trauma.”

That damage — especially the loss of 7.3 
million jobs since the start of the recession 
— will take time to fix, he said. 

Once the economic recovery is firmly 
planted, the administration can shift its strat- 
egy to bringing down the nation’s record-high 
budget deficit. Red ink hit a staggering $1.42 
trillion in the 2009 budget year than ended 
Sept. 30. 

Trimming the deficit “is not a 2010 story,” 
Geithner acknowledged, saying it could be in 
2011. To stabilize the situation, it would be 
good for the country to get the deficit down 
to 3 percent of gross domestic product in the 
medium term, he said. 

The 2009 deficit was 10 percent of GDP, the 
highest since World War II. 


secret Service agents placed on leave for Obama security breach

WASHINGTON — The head of the Se- 
cret Service asserted Thursday that the 
security breach at last week’s White House 
state dinner was an aberration and Presi- 
dent Barack Obama was never at risk.

Appearing before Thompson’s panel 
for questioning, Sullivan acknowledge 
mistakes were made and that the Secret 
Service must have a “100 percent” perfor-

Nor is it about wannabe celebrities.” He 
said the purpose is to better protect the 
president. 

Thompson asked Sullivan what went 
wrong. “What we find is if the protocols 
are followed, we would not run into this 
situation,” the Secret Service chief replied. 
He said in this case, normal procedures 
were not followed, although he did not 
elaborate. 

Asked whether there was a risk posed to 
people attending the dinner for the visiting 
prime minister of India, Sullivan said he 


was confident there wasn’t. 

Sullivan said there was no threat to 
Obama, noting that “last week we took him 
to a basketball game, and there was 5,000 
people sitting around the president.” 

In response to a question from Del. Elea- 
nor Holmes Norton, D-D.C., he said Obama 
had not had an extraordinary number of 
threats against his life, contrary to her as- 
sertion, and said that Obama had received 
no more such threats at this point in his 
term than his two predecessors. 

Asked by King if the pair would have 
been able to penetrate the White House if 
a representative of the White House had 
indeed been present for clearance assis- 
tance, the Secret Service chief replied, “It 
would have helped.”

ALBANY, N.Y. — New York 
lawmakers rejected a bill that 
would have allowed same-sex 
marriage, a stunning outcome in 
a state that was the site of one of 
the gay rights movement’s defin- 
ing moments four decades ago. 

Opponents of gay marriage said 
it was a huge victory that could in- 
fluence votes elsewhere. 

“Tt’s just a huge win,” said Mag- 
gie Gallagher, president of the 
National Organization for Mar- 
riage, a nonprofit organization 
whose stated mission is to protect 
marriage. 

“It’s going to help cement de- 
feat for gay marriage in New Jer- 
sey, and I think it’s going to get a 
whole bunch of politicians in New 
Hampshire who voted for gay 
marriage this year pretty nervous 
when they come up for election.” 

So far this year, New Jersey 


failed to schedule long-expected 
votes on bills to legalize gay mar- 
riage, Maine voters rejected a 
measure and California voters re- 
scinded their law. 

Supporters of same-sex mar- 
riage, however, point to Vermont 
and New Hampshire, where law- 
makers adopted gay marriage 
bills this year. The City Council 
in Washington is expected to le- 
galize gay marriage next month. 
Iowa’s Supreme Court also recog- 
nized gay marriage this year. 

Richard Socarides, who was 
former President Bill Clinton’s se- 
nior adviser on gay rights issues, 
called New York “clearly the big- 
gest prize in this effort.” 

“Not only will it affect a lot of 
people because New York is a big 
state,” he said, “but symbolically 
New York is the country’s leader 
in finance, the arts and culture. 
It’s a bellwether for the country.” 
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Comeast to buy majority 
stake in NBC Universal

PHILADELPHIA — Comcast Corp. announced 
Thursday it plans to buy a majority stake in NBC 
Universal for $13.75 billion, giving the nation’s larg- 
est cable TV operator control of the Peacock net- 
work, an array of cable channels and a major movie 
studio. 

Although the deal could mean that movies could 
reach cable more quickly after showing in the- 
aters and that TV shows could appear faster on cell 
phones and other devices, it was already raising 
concerns that Comcast would wield too much power 
over entertainment. Indeed, if the deal clears regu- 
latory and other hurdles, Comcast would rival the 
heft of The Walt Disney Co. — which Comcast CEO 
Brian Roberts already tried to buy. 

Comcast, which already serves a quarter of all 
U.S. households that pay for TV, would gain control 
of the NBC broadcast network, the Spanish-lan- 
guage Telemundo and about two dozen cable chan- 
nels, including USA, Syfy and The Weather Channel. 
It also would have regional sports networks, Univer- 
sal Pictures and theme parks. 

In agreeing to buy 51 percent of NBC Universal 
from General Electric Co., which has controlled 
NBC since 1986, Comcast hopes to succeed in mar- 
rying distribution and content in a way Time War- 
ner Inc. could not. 

AOL and Time Warner are undoing their ill-fated 
marriage Dec. 9. Time Warner has already shed its 
cable TV operations. 

Roberts and GE CEO Jeff Immelt have been dis- 
cussing the deal for months, and the final weeks 
came down to GE’s persuading French conglomer- 
ate Vivendi SA to first sell its minority stake. 

Comcast made the deal because it is eager to di- 
versify its holdings.

For entertainment viewers, the deal means Uni- 
versal Pictures movies could get to cable faster. TV 
shows could appear on mobile phones and other de- 
vices faster as part of Comcast’s plans to let viewers 
watch programs wherever they want. 

Comcast already is letting subscribers watch 
cable TV shows online in trials, with a nationwide 
launch this month. On Thursday, Comcast pledged 
that NBC Universal shows that now cost money over 
its cable video-on-demand service would be free for 
three years after the deal closes. 

NBC Universal is profitable, with operating earn- 
ings of $1.7 billion on revenue of $11.2 billion in the 
first three quarters of 2009.

Are we doomed? 

Prophecies about the end of the world 
have been debated by scholars, theolo- 
gians and religious leaders for a long time. 
But it’s not just them. 

Pop culture also has a fascination with 
end times. Sociologists say the interest in 
books, movies and lectures on the subject 
increases with bad times, such as those 
scarred by hurricanes, famines, tsunamis, 
war and economic collapse. 

The fascination is clear in society today 
with the release of recent movies. The film 
“2012” depicts the end of the world and is 
stirring talk about the meaning of a Mayan 
calendar with the doomsday date. Another 
movie, “The Road” looks at a man and his 
son’s post-apocalyptic struggle to survive. 

Margaret Gonsoulin, a sociology profes- 
sor at California State University-Fresno 
says the fascination with end times in pop 
culture reflects a hunger for meaning in

the anxiety people feel in bad times. 

“They want to know about the future,” 
she says. “But these sorts of ideas about 
end times mean different things to differ- 
ent people.” 

Different faiths have different visions 
about the end. Some don’t believe it be- 
cause they see life as eternal; others go so 
far as to predict an exact date for the end. 

In general, religious convictions help 
protect people from a sense of anxiety and 
fear, Gonsoulin says. 

Many Christians, for example, expect 
the return of Jesus Christ and the deliver- 
ance of believers to heaven when the world 
ends. 

“That really changes people’s lives here 
on Earth,” she says. “You don’t have to 
worry about things here. You’re going to 
be freed. That can be exciting for some 
people.” 

Other religions teach that end times will 
bring the transformation of existence on 
Earth and the fruition of some people’s vi- 


sion for the world. 

The Rev. Mark Hitchcock, author of a 
new book, “2012, the Bible, and the End 
of the World,” says many religions have 
an apocalyptic view of how things will end 
up. 

Judaism teaches the Messiah is coming, 
he says, while Shiite Islam teaches a hid- 
den imam is coming. Hitchcock, pastor of 
Faith Bible Church in Edmond, Okla., says 
Christianity teaches Christ is coming back, 
the dead will be raised and there will be a 
final judgment. 

“How the rest of the furniture will be 
arranged — those are the things people 
quibble about,” he says. 

The Rev. G.L. Johnson, pastor emeritus 
of Peoples Church in northeast Fresno, 
says the Bible teaches that no one knows 
the date of Jesus’ return, but that believers 
will sense the times and the seasons. 

He compiled sermons that he presented 
on the Tribulation, the Antichrist, Arma- 
geddon, judgment and the Mark of the 
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Man’s ongoing fascination with the end of time 


Beast into a book, “Is the Curtain of Proph- 
ecy Going Up?” 

Johnson says, “Everyone wants to know 
where we’re headed and how it’s going to 
end up.” 

The subject can be tricky to discuss. 

Tony Williams, president of men’s min- 
istry at Aphesis Apostolic Ministry on 
North Palm Avenue, tries to prompt people 
to think about it by standing on an island at 
Palm and Belmont avenues with a sign that 
reads, “The End is Near.” 

He says he encounters rude motorists. 

“T get flipped off,” he says. “One good re- 
sponse is better than all the negative.” 

He says he is just trying to share his be- 
liefs about “the end” so people can prepare 
themselves by giving their lives to God. He 
has been holding the sign, mainly on Sun- 
days, for a couple of months. 

“The Holy Ghost is your ticket to heav- 
en,” he says. “I’m just trying to give a mes- 
sage beyond the pulpit.”

Retail sales 
slip 0.3% in 
November

NEW YORK — The nation’s 
retailers suffered miserably 
through November as a modestly 
positive start to the holiday shop- 
ping season wasn’t strong enough 
to offset weak spending the rest 
of the month. 

After posting two consecu- 
tive monthly sales gains after 
more than a year of declines, 
merchants collectively posted a 
surprise 0.3 percent decrease for 
November, compared with a year 
ago when business plummeted to 
historic lows as spooked shoppers 
clamped down after the financial 
meltdown. The sales decrease is 
an ominous sign for an economy 
in the early stages of a fragile 
recovery. 

Now, the big worry is whether 
consumers won’t go back to the 
stores until the final hours be- 
fore Dec. 25 as they wait for even 
bigger discounts in a season that 
many analysts had hoped would

Old technology 
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impeding some 
GI Bill payments 


manda Collier started 
college last August 
armed with a certificate 
of eligibility to use Post- 
9/11 GI Bill benefits that her dad, 
a Coast Guardsman of 22 years, 
had earned and transferred to 
her. 

Next week Amanda will take 
final exams for her first semes- 
ter at the University of Central 
Oklahoma. But neither she nor 
the university has received any 
GI Bill money yet to cover her tu- 
ition, housing or other costs. 

The missing payments “made 
the semester a lot more compli- 
cated than it should have been,” 
she said Wednesday. “Usually the 
first semester 
is hardest be- 
cause youre 
trying to fig- 
ure out every- 
thing. Having 
money compli- 
cations made 
it a lot more 
stressful.” 

Collier is among an unknown 
number of Post-9/11 GI Bill users 
still victimized by computer soft- 
ware at the Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs that left VA staff 
unable to process two categories 
of claims. These cases simply 
were set aside to await a soft- 
ware upgrade. Impacted students 
and schools, it appears, never 
received a letter to explain why 
payments were frozen. 

This complication hit students 
whose Post-9/11 GI Bill award 
levels needed adjusting after the 
semester began, usually because 
a student added or dropped a 
course, as she had done. But it 
also impacted students who had 
changed campuses or schools, 
and therefore created “overlap- 
ping terms” which the old GI Bill 
software couldn’t handle, said 
Keith Wilson, director of the VA’s 
education service. 

Amanda’s situation was made 
more stressful because, as a de- 
pendent using transferred ben- 
efits she was ineligible for the 
$3,000 lump-sum emergency 
payment VA officials began to 
make in early October. 

“We don’t have the mechanism 
for them to apply for that,” Wilson 
said. The lump sum payments, he 
explained, had to be made avail- 
able quickly. VA computers only 
held data on veterans, to validate 
eligibility and track payments, 
and not on dependents. 

Susan Collier, Amanda’s moth- 
er, said she tried to learn every- 
thing she could over the past 
year about the new GI Bill and 
transferability so that financing 
her daughter’s education this fall 
would be smooth. Her husband 
applied for benefits as soon as he 
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could and transferred 100 percent 
of his GI Bill to his daughter. 

But when Amanda _ Collier 
dropped a course in September, 
cutting total credit hours from 
15 to 12, VA couldn’t process an 
adjusted benefit award. So she 
couldn’t be paid her book sti- 
pend or her housing allowance to 
cover dorm costs. Her university 
couldn’t be paid promised tuition 
fees. 

“The Housing Office at the 
school threatened us with let- 
ters each month that they were 
going to turn us over to a collec- 
tion agency,” Susan said. “We 
called the Housing Office each 
month and they finally agreed 
to wait for the 
money ... until 
the next month 
came and still 
no money.” 

To make 
matters worse, 
Collier wants 
to transfer next 
semester to a 
smaller school. 
But the university, Susan said, 
“will not give her a final tran- 
script because she still owes them 
money. ... All of this means we are 
on the hook for over $15,000 since 
the VA isn’t paying.” 

As of Dec. 1, the VA had re- 
ceived 340,000 applications for 
Post-9/11 GI Bill eligibility deter- 
minations. Action has been com- 
pleted on 276,000 of those. 

Among the pool of appli- 
cants found eligible for benefits, 
124,000 have enrolled in school. 
A total of 104,500 students — and 
their schools — are receiving 
Post-9/11 GI bill payments. 

VA has issued the $3,000 ad- 
vance payments to more than 
62,000 students. One of VA’s next 
big challenges will be to recoup 
the advance payments from stu- 
dents no longer impacted by pay- 
ment delays. 

“We’re setting up the mechan- 
ics of how that will be done right 
now,” Wilson said. “We will no- 
tify the student concerning the 
amount of the advance payment. 
Then that [amount] will be re- 
couped out of the future housing 
allowance and book stipend that 
would have gone to them.” 

The overall backlog of GI Bill 
payments is shrinking, Wilson 
said. 

“We peaked the second week in 
September, and it has been going 
down from that point,” he said. 
Wilson isn’t ready yet to say VA 
won’t need the advance payment 
program next semester. 

“We will keep it in place as long 
as necessary,” Wilson said.

Washington's intellectual hypocrisy

In- 
deed, sometimes journalists confuse hy- 
pocrisy for the real crime. “If a politician 
murders his mother,” the late Washington 
Post editorial page editor Meg Greenfield 
once said, “the first response of the press ...

[I]f 
moral hypocrisy is saying 
what values people should 
live by while failing to fol- 
low them yourself, intellec- 
tual hypocrisy is believing you are smart 
enough to run other peoples’ lives when 
you can barely run your own. 

I know many smart liberals for whom 
no idea is too complex, no concept or or- 
ganizational flow chart too hard to grasp. 
They want government to take over this, 
run that, manage some other things, and 
in all cases put people exactly like them in 
charge of pretty much everything. Many 
are geniuses. ... But you wouldn’t ask one 
to run a car wash. 

The chairman of a small college’s Eng- 
lish department thinks it’s obvious intellec- 
tuals should take over health care, but he 
can’t manage the class schedules of three 
professors or run a meeting without it 
coming to blows or tears. A pundit defends 
government intervention in almost every 
sphere of economic life, but he can’t figure 
out how to manage his checking account. 

The most famous story of an intellectual 
hypocrite getting his comeuppance is the 
tale of George McGovern and his inn. The

to pay for health care, call- 
ing it “the moral thing to 
do.” Yet he can’t seem to 
figure out how to file his 
own taxes properly or, per- 
haps, legally. 

Now, I also know lots of conservatives 
who are basket cases at everything other 
than reading and writing books and ar- 
ticles, giving speeches and thinking Big 
Thoughts (likewise, I know liberals who 
despise conservative moralizing about sex 
and religion who nonetheless live chaste, 
pious lives themselves). The point is that 
conservatives don’t presume to be smart 
enough to run everything, because conser- 
vative dogma takes it as an article of faith 
that no one can be that smart. 

Moral hypocrisy is still worth expos- 
ing, I guess. But we are living in a moment 
when revealing intellectual hypocrisy 
should take precedence. A JPMorgan 
chart reprinted on the “Enterprise Blog” 
shows that less than 10 percent of Presi- 
dent Barack Obama’s Cabinet has private- 
sector experience, the least of any Cabinet 
in a century. From the stimulus to health 
care reform and cap-and-trade, Washing- 
ton is now run by people who think they 
know how to run everything, when in real- 
ity they can barely run anything.

Angeles County super- 
visors have approved a deal to 
create anew Martin Luther King 
Jr. Medical Center on the site of 
an inner-city public hospital that 
was closed after a series of patient 
deaths blamed on shoddy care. 

The Board of Supervisors 
unanimously ratified an agree- 
ment with the University of Cali- 
fornia for a 120-bed facility on the 
site of the old hospital that served 
a large low-income community in 
the South Los Angeles area. 

Details and costs still must be 
worked out. 

The county is expected to cover 
more than $300 million in con- 
struction spending. 

UC-approved doctors will staff 
the hospital and an independent, 
nonprofit organization will run it. 


Mayor convicted on 
single gift card charge 


a BALTIMORE — Bal- 

timore’s mayor was 
convicted on a single charge 
she took gift cards intended for 
the city’s poor. Although Sheila 
Dixon was acquitted of a felony 
theft charge, her conviction could 
force her from office. 

Jurors deliberated more than 
six days after hearing the Demo- 
crat accused of using or keeping 
$630 worth of gift cards. She 
allegedly solicited most of the 
cards from a wealthy developer 
and then bought electronics at 
Best Buy, clothes at Old Navy and 
knickknacks at Target. 

The jury convicted her on one 
count of fraudulent misappropri- 
ation by a fiduciary and acquitted 
her on two counts of felony theft 
and one count of misconduct in 
office. 

Jurors failed to reach a verdict 
on another count of fraudulent 
misappropriation by a fiduciary. 


Man arrested in 1977 
slaying of woman 


C GREELEY — Colorado 

authorities said a man 
wanted in a 32-year-old slaying 
in Greeley has been arrested in 
Florida. 

Weld County sheriff John 
Cooke said Marcello Maldonado- 
Perez, 51, was arrested at his 
home in Port Charlotte, Fla. He 
was being held without bond. 

Investigators said DNA taken 
from him while he served time in 
Texas links him to the sexual as- 
sault and stabbing of Mary Pierce, 
22,1n 1977. Pierce was kidnapped 
from the 7-Eleven store where 
she worked. Her body was found 
two days later. 

Evidence from the case was 
submitted to state investigators 
for DNA testing in 2003 and 
2006. 

Authorities said they learned 
last year that DNA from the case 
matched a sample taken from 
Maldonado-Perez before he was 
released from prison in 2008.

Attorney General Steve Six’s 
office filed a capital murder 
charge in Osage County District 
Court against James Kahler, cov- 
ering the deaths of his wife and 
daughters. Kansas law allows one 
capital charge — and the death 
penalty — for multiple killings 
arising from a single “scheme or 
course of conduct.” 

Six’s office filed three alter- 
native charges of premeditated 
first-degree murder _ against 
Kahler in case he isn’t convicted 
on the capital charge. 


Council approves 
medical trade center 


TN NASHVILLE — Mar- 


ket Center Management 
Co. announced plans to build and 
operate a $250 million Nashville 
Medical Trade Center on the site 
of the city’s existing convention 
center that officials say could cre- 
ate 2,700 jobs. 

The company plans to build 
a 12-story structure on top of 
the largely underground facility 
that would become available if 
the Metro Council approves the 
construction of a new $585 mil- 
lion convention center just blocks 
away. 

Rival medical mart projects 
are being pursued in Cleveland 
and New York.

puters in an experiment to find 
space aliens, costing the worker 
his job and the district more than 
$1 million. 

School officials say that Brad 
Niesluchowski, who was Higley 
Unified School District’s informa- 
tion technology director, down- 
loaded free software on district 
computers in 2000. 

The program, known as SETI@ 
home, uses Internet-connected 
computers worldwide to analyze 
radio telescope data in an ex- 
periment to find extraterrestrial 
intelligence. 

But Superintendent Denise 
Birdwell told the East Valley 
Tribune that the program also 
bogged down the district’s system 
and interfered with technology 
use in classrooms. Birdwell said 
it will take more than $1 million 
to fix the problem, including re- 
moval of the SETI software.

Ethics agency sets fines 
against state officials 


C SACRAMENTO — Cal- 

ifornia’s ethics watch- 
dog agency has announced fines 
against a former Democratic 
candidate for governor, a sitting 
assemblyman and three cur- 
rent and former members of the 
state commission that regulates 
boxing. 

Steve Westly, who lost a Demo- 
cratic primary for governor in 
2006, admitted to 32 counts of 
campaign finance law violations 
and agreed to pay $104,500 in a 
settlement with the Fair Political 
Practices Commission. 

Republican State Assembly- 
man Joel Anderson has agreed 
to pay $20,000 in fines for ac- 
cepting campaign contributions 
that exceeded the $3,900 limit for 
individuals. 

The FPPC launched an inves- 
tigation after the Los Angeles 
Times reported in September that 
commissioners accepted admis- 
sion for friends and family mem- 
bers in apparent violation of state 
ethics laws. The proposed fines 
are $2,500 for Timothy Noonan, 
the former chairman; $2,000 for 
Commissioner Mario Rodriguez; 
and $800 for Peter Lopez, a for- 
mer commissioner. 


Protecting whales may 
jeopardize development 


A ANCHORAGE — Near- 

ly 2 million acres of 
water off Alaska’s largest and 
busiest city were proposed as 
critical habitat for beluga whales, 
raising concerns that the effort 
to save the whales will scuttle 


development. 
The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration’s 


Fisheries Service proposed that 
the upper Cook Inlet, the middle 
inlet and a strip along the lower 
western shore, as well as Kache- 
mak Bay, be designated as criti- 
cal habitat for belugas. 

Cook Inlet’s beluga whales are 
listed as endangered under the 
Endangered Species Act. Only 
321 of the animals are left, down 
from an estimated 1,300 in the 
inlet in the 1980s. 


Budget cuts may force 
closing of polling places 


lad HONOLULU — Hawaii’s 

chief elections officer 
has proposed closing more than 
a quarter of the state’s polling 
places in response to deep budget 
cuts imposed by the Legislature 
and the state’s governor. Then he 
abruptly resigned. 
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Kevin Cronin, who has been 
battered by criticism from leg- 
islators and others, sent resig- 
nation letters to members of the 
state Elections Commission, said 
the panel’s chairman, William 
Marston. 

Cronin did not explain the rea- 
soning for his decision, which 
is effective Dec. 31, Marston 
said. Cronin was unavailable for 
comment. 


Yogis oppose plan to 
regulate yoga training 


V ALEXANDRIA— Three 

yoga instructors have 
asked a federal judge in Alexan- 
dria, Va., to halt a state plan to 
regulate yoga instructor training. 
The Old Dominion, they say, has 
stretched too far into an ancient, 
spiritual practice. 

“Yoga is the study of the self 
through direct experience,” said 
Suzanne Leitner-Wise, a plain- 
tiff and president of U.S. 1 Yoga 
Teacher Training. “You simply 
can’t put regulations on that. It’s 
just dumb.” 

Yoga enthusiasts were knocked 
off balance late last year when 
Virginia announced that yoga 
teacher training programs, which 
officials consider vocational class- 
es that prepare students for a job, 
must be certified by the state. Of- 
ficials say it will protect students 
who invest a few thousand dollars 
in the training. 

But the teachers, who between 
them have more than four de- 
cades of experience practicing 
yoga, say passing on the tradition 
to other teachers is tantamount 
to constitutionally protected free 
speech. 


Lawyer found lacking 
in death penalty case 


ea JEFFERSON CITY — 
The Missouri Supreme 
Court overturned a man’s death 
sentence because his attorney 
failed to question the character 
of a murder victim who had child 
pornography on his computer. 

The high court acknowledged 
in its unanimous ruling that char- 
acter evidence about murder vic- 
tims typically is barred. 

But when relatives of victim 
Ralph Lape Jr. testified about his 
generous character during the 
sentencing phase of Mark Gill’s 
murder trial, defense attorneys 
should have countered by high- 
lighting the smut on Lape’s com- 
puter, the Supreme Court said. 

Had Gill’s attorneys done so, 
the Supreme Court said, jurors 
may have been less inclined to 
sentence him to death for the July 
2002 kidnapping, robbery and 
shooting.

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“This forces the entire team to protect 
anyone using melee weapons, and plays 
up the co-op aspects of the game ina 
[great] way,” says Johnson. Of course, 
these “found” weapons come with some 
risk. While finding a chainsaw can be 

of obvious use when fighting infected 
nasties, the time players spend explor- 
ing their environment for weapons can 
increase their risk of getting their faces 
bitten off by a stray zombie. 


It’s more than just the mechanics 
that have changed, though. While 
there are definite similarities to the 
single-player campaign original 
(i.e., it’s still you and three of 
your friends fighting your 
=e way through the zombie 
apocalypse), the developer 
s spent a great deal more 
effort on fleshing out the 
world and its characters this 
time around. 


“All of the different campaigns 
were built with an overarching story 
in mind, where the players are pro- 
gressing through the Deep South, 
from Savannah to New Orleans,” 
says Johnson. “You'll also get to see 
more of the government’s reaction to 
the zombie apocalypse as you move 
through the campaigns, from one 
of hopeful containment to all-out 
bombing.” 


The game’s four new characters 
also play a part in setting the nar- 
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rative tone, Johnson explains. “One 

of the first exercises we went through 
when designing the new characters 

was to ask the question of, ‘Why would 
these people survive the zombie apoca- 
lypse?’” From Ellis, a young mechanic 
from the South who doesn’t know or care 
a whole lot about what’s going on outside 
his small town, to Rochelle, a reporter 
covering the outbreak while on assign- 
ment for a major cable news outlet in the 
Northeast, the goal was to create a be- 
lievable backdrop for the sequel’s events 
(well, at least as believable as possible for 
a zombie apocalypse!) 


Perhaps even more important, however, 
is how these characters play alongside 
one another. One of the specific features 
Valve added, based on how people 
played the first game, was Realism mode. 


“In a number of cases we found there 
were groups of four people that would 
play together as a unit fairly often. And, 
while the skill levels of these groups were 
all over the place, there was an opportu- 
nity to challenge them specifically around 
how well they could cooperate with each 
other,” says Johnson. 


To account for this, several changes 
were made in how the game plays in 
Realism mode—the most significant 
of which is the absence of the “glows” 
around your teammates. So if a smoker 
or jockey pulls you away from your 
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teammates (or you wander away), you 
actually have to talk to them about how to 
come find you. 


“This makes things like voice com- 
munication and having a good plan 
ahead of time a lot more important for 
the experienced groups,” says Johnson. 
“We spent a tremendous amount of time 
during development watching people 
play through the game, from experienced 
players to brand new. This is where most 
of our balance changes come out of, and 
should serve us well for this game.” 


Other changes abound, including a 
system to give players significantly more 
feedback when they’re fighting the in- 
fected horde. It’s something you’ll notice 
right off the bat: fire some shots into an 
approaching band of zombies and watch 
their various parts go flying every which 
way upon impact. Johnson concurs: “You 
just don’t realize how much fun it is to 
stand shoulder-to-shoulder with one of 
your friends, both of you with axes, hack- 
ing your way through a couple hundred 
zombies.” 


Until you try it for yourself, of course.

"IL 2 Sturmo- 
vik: Birds of Prey" 
isn't like "HAWX" or 
"Ace Combat 6" it's more in line 
with "Blazing Angels;" you have 
to fly the plane and aim.

There are three 
settings: Arcade, Realistic, and 
Simulator mode. | recommend the 
Arcade mode, as it caters more to 
beginners. For you, veteran pilots, 
try the Simulator setting (very dif- 
ficult). The multiplayer package is 
well rounded, and although it's a 
shame there's no co-op play, the 
competitive offering has 16 players 
and four different game modes. 


The Arcade difficulty setting 
in the "Birds of Prey" feature is 
a simple enough thing to under- 
stand. The controls are very forgiv- 
ing, and with them you should be 
able to breeze through the main 
campaign with little difficulty, 
which in turn lets you unlock more 
planes, weapon loads, and infor- 
mative articles. 


In Realistic mode, things change 
dramatically. All of a sudden 
your plane is shaking when the 
machine guns fires, throwing off 
your aim. You can stall in midair if 
your movements are too sudden, 
and you must display a far greater 
degree of patience and determina- 
tion when tangling with the game's 
challenges.

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Offense 
testing 
Beareats’ 
defense

CINCINNATI — A board on 
the wall in Cincinnati’s football 
meeting room lists six defensive 
goals for each game. In the past 
three weeks, only two of the goals 
were met — including winning 
the game. 

That’s a bad sign. 

The fifth-ranked Bearcats need 
a stout game from their strug- 
gling defense on Saturday at No. 
14 Pittsburgh, where the Big East 
championship will be decided. 

It shapes up as the defense’s 
biggest test yet. 

In the past three games, the 
defense has slid from one of the 
nation’s best to one just trying to 
keep up with the Bearcats’ quick- 
strike offense. Cincinnati (11-0, 
6-0) has given up 45, 21 and 36 
points in the last three, having a 
particularly tough time stopping 
the run. 

It’s too late in the season to 
make any drastic changes. 

“They are who they are,” coach 
Brian Kelly said. “They battle. 
We’ve got a lot of inexperienced 
players.” 

Up next: Pittsburgh’s Dion 
Lewis, who ranks fourth nation- 
ally in rushing with 131 yards 
per game. How well the Bearcats 
hold up will be a major factor in 
what amounts to a championship 
game. If Pittsburgh wins, the 
Panthers (9-2, 5-1) would share 
the title with Cincinnati and 
get the league’s automatic BCS 
berth based on the head-to-head 
victory. 

The outcome could depend on 
Cincinnati’s defense, which has 
developed a reputation as the 
weak link in the past few weeks. 

“By now, we’re pretty used to 
it,’ linebacker J.K. Schaffer said. 
“We don’t like it. But that gives 
us a little chip on our shoulder 
every week coming in, knowing 
we need to prove ourselves to the 
country every week. We’re confi- 
dent in ourselves on defense, but 
our offense is awesome.” 

And that’s part of the problem. 

Knowing he had a high-pow- 
ered passing offense with senior 
quarterback Tony Pike and a

deep corps of receivers, Kelly 
decided to go with a conserva- 
tive defensive scheme that would 
allow yards but not many big 
plays. Only one defensive starter 
returned from last year’s team, 
which also was a factor in the 
decision. 

A problem developed as the 
season went along. The offense 
was scoring so fast that the de- 
fense was on the field a lot and 
tended to wear down in the sec- 
ond half, allowing opponents to 
make comebacks. The Bearcats 
rank near the bottom of the coun- 
try in time of possession. 

Rather than running the ball 
more to give the defense a rest, 
Kelly has decided to stay with the 
formula that has led to an 11-0 
record. 

“We don’t help our defense 
very much on offense, we really 
don’t,” Kelly said. “If I wanted to 
put lipstick on it, I could make it 
look a little bit better. But we want 
to win. We’ve got an offense — let 
them go. 

“T just want to win, and it 
doesn’t necessarily paint a great 
picture for our defense when we 
try to win that way.” 

The offense’s penchant for scor- 
ing quickly has become a topic in 
the locker room. 





“Our defense doesn’t like us too 
much because we score too fast 
sometimes,” tight end Ben Gui- 
dugli said. “We’re fine with that.” 

Linebacker Andre Revels de- 
clined to get into the topic of 
Cincinnati’s lopsided time of 
possession. The Bearcats have 
held the ball longer than their 
opponent only twice this season. 
In two games, opponents had the 
ball for more than 40 minutes. 

“That’s for people on the outside 
to think about,” Revels said. “We 
don’t go into statistics, we don’t go 
into why this is happening, why 
that is happening. The only thing 
we’re worried about is putting up 
Ws and right now, we’re doing a 
good job of it. So we can’t really 
question why things are happen- 
ing. We just need to make sure 
they continue to happen.” 

Of course, much of the prob- 
lem rests on the defense itself. It 
could get a little more rest if it got 
itself off the field more quickly. 
It doesn’t force many turnovers, 
which is another shortcoming. 

With only the Pittsburgh game 
left on the schedule, the Bearcats 
seem inclined to let the offense 
lead the way, scoring whatever is 
necessary to win.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — The 
biggest challenge Notre Dame 
athletic director Jack Swarbrick 
faces as he searches for a replace- 
ment for Charlie Weis is finding 
somebody who believes the job is 
as good as Fighting Irish fans do. 

It’s been a problem for the Irish 
in recent coaching searches. 
During the last search after the 
2004 season, they couldn’t inter- 
est Urban Meyer even though 
he called it his “dream job.” The 
last time Notre Dame got its first 
choice of coaches was in 1985, 
when Lou Holtz was hired a day 
after Gerry Faust resigned. 

Things could be different this 
time around. 

College football observers said 
many obstacles that might have 
caused some coaches to think 
twice before considering the 
Notre Dame job in the past have 
been removed. 

As recently as 2004, Notre 
Dame had antiquated football fa- 
cilities. Players dressed at Notre 
Dame Stadium and either walked 
or rode bikes to the practice fields 
on the other side of the Joyce Cen- 
ter. Team meetings were held ina 
cramped auditorium. 

Now the players have a spacious 
facility just across the street from 
three practice fields, two of which 
have artificial turf. 

Weis had three consensus top- 
10 recruiting classes in his five 
years as head coach and might 
have posted a fourth if he hadn’t 
been fired. The Irish schedule, 
once among the nation’s toughest, 
has been softened. Notre Dame, 
which once wouldn’t allow its foot- 
ball coach to be paid more than its 
top administrators, now pays both 
its head coach and its assistant 
coaches at a competitive level. 

The school even allows early 
high school seniors to enroll 
in January, once considered 
unthinkable. 

“They have everything that a 
head coach is looking for,” said 
Tom Lemming, CBS College 
Sports Network recruiting ana- 
lyst. “You have great facilities, 
great academics, great TV expo- 
sure, a beautiful campus and tra- 
dition. Everything they’re looking 


Irish might have

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for is there, and there is talent on 
the team.” 

Allen Wallace, publisher of Su- 
perPrep magazine and national 
recruiting editor for Scout.com, 
agreed, saying there is no reason 
Notre Dame shouldn’t be able to 
compete for national champion- 
ships consistently. 

“They eventually will if they 
bring in the right guy. The ques- 
tion is: Who’s going to be the guy 
that can take that challenge on?” 
he said. 

That’s the question Swarbrick 
is trying to answer. So far, there 
are far more names being tossed 
out as candidates by the media 
and fans than people Swarbrick 
has identified as candidates. 

Several coaches whose names 
have been identified in media re- 
ports as possible candidates spoke 
on Wednesday. Iowa coach Kirk 
Ferentz dismissed speculation he 
might be a candidate, saying he’s 
content where he is. Connecticut 
athletic department spokesman 
Mike Enright would not comment 
on whether coach Randy Ed- 
sall has been contacted by Notre 
Dame. TCU coach Gary Patter- 
son agreed to a new contract. 

Swarbrick would not disclose 
how many people he has contact- 
ed about the job. He began reach- 
ing out to candidates Tuesday, 
and said he is consulting with a 
search firm. 

He also said he’s contacted 
people who know the candidates 
he has identified. He has talked 
with former coaches and a for- 
mer athletic director of “national 
prominence” about the search. 

Swarbrick spent part of 
Wednesday meeting with assis- 
tant coaches to hear their ambi- 
tions and try to help them. He also 
met with some players to get their 
perspective on what the school 
should be looking for in a coach 
and whether the team should go 
to a bowl. 

Swarbrick hopes to have a de- 
cision Friday on whether Notre 
Dame (6-6) will go to a bowl. He 
wouldn’t say when he might have 
a coach. 

The last search, under then- 
athletic director Kevin White, 
took 12 days from the day Tyrone 
Willingham was fired until Weis 
arrived on campus.

BEREA, Ohio — Jamal Lewis 
has plowed into the line for the 
last time. Cleveland’s punishing 
running back, who said last month 
that he planned to retire after the 
season, was placed on injured 
reserve Wednesday because of 
post-concussion symptoms, a pre- 
mature and unceremonious end 
to his illustrious career. 

Coach Eric Mangini, who de- 
clined to mention Lewis’ injury in 
two news conferences this week, 
said the decision to put Lewis 
— and safety Brodney Pool — on 
IR came after consulting with the 
club’s medical team. 

“As I’ve said before, organiza- 
tionally, players’ health and safe- 
ty are paramount in any decision 
we make with regards to putting 
them back on the field,’ Mangini 
said in a statement. “Jamal has 
been an integral part of this team 
and he has exhibited a great work 
ethic. He worked hard, studied 
hard and set a good example for 
the younger running backs.” 

Pool sustained his fourth con- 
cussion, this one against the Cin- 
cinnati Bengals. 

With a bruising style that flat- 
tened tacklers, Lewis rushed for 
10,607 yards, 21st on the NFL’s 
career list, just 36 yards behind 
Ricky Watters (10,643) for 20th 
place. Lewis was the league’s of- 
fensive player of the year in 2003, 
when he rushed for 2,066 yards 
for the Baltimore Ravens. 

Lewis’ final season was his 


worst. He ran for 500 yards on 
143 carries — a 3.5 average — 
and did not score a touchdown. 
He did not start in Sunday’s game 
at Cincinnati, but came in for the 
second offensive play and fin- 
ished with a team-high 40 yards 
on 11 carries. 

Lewis’ final carry was a 1-yard 
run with 14:02 left. 


Vikings’ Peterson ticketed

NFL changes return-to-play 
rules for concussions 


NEW YORK — NFL teams 
have new, stricter instructions for 
when players should be allowed to 
return to games or practices after 
head injuries, guidelines that go 
into effect this week. 

In the latest step by the league 
to address a hot-button issue, com- 
missioner Roger Goodell sent a 
memo to the 32 clubs Wednesday 
saying a player who gets a concus- 
sion should not return to action on 
the same day if he shows certain 
signs or Symptoms. 

Those include an inability to 
remember assignments or plays, 
a gap in memory, persistent dizzi- 
ness, and persistent headaches. 

The old standard, established 
in 2007, said a player should not 
be allowed to return to a game if 
he lost consciousness. 

Wednesday’s memo also said 
players “are to be encouraged 
to be candid with team medical 
staffs and fully disclose any signs 
or symptoms that may be associ- 
ated with a concussion.” 

Nearly one-fifth of 160 NFL 
players surveyed by The Associ- 
ated Press from Nov. 2-15 replied 





that they have hidden or played 
down the effects of a concussion. 

The new policy states, in part: 
“Once removed for the duration 
of a practice or game, the player 
should not be considered for re- 
turn-to-football activities until he 
is fully asymptotic, both at rest 
and after exertion, has a normal 
neurological examination, nor- 
mal neuropsychological testing, 
and has been cleared to return 
by both his team physician and 
the independent neurological 
consultant.” 


Workers hurt in fall 
from Cowboys Stadium roof 


ARLINGTON, Texas — Two 
workers doing maintenance on 
the icy roof of towering Cowboys 
Stadium slipped and tumbled at 
least 50 feet Thursday morning 
before landing on a rain gutter. 
Authorities said both suffered 
significant injuries. 

The two were working on the 
top hatch of the retractable-roof 
venue when they fell, assistant 
fire chief Don Crowson said. They 
were not using safety equipment, 
he said. 

One worker lost consciousness 
after breaking a leg and suffer- 
ing injuries to his head and chest, 
Dallas Cowboys spokesman Brett 
Daniels said. He was taken by he- 
licopter to a hospital. The other 
worker suffered a back injury and 
was transported by ambulance.

Cutler: Urlacher doesn’t 
need to apologize 


LAKE FOREST, Ill. — Jay 
Cutler said there’s no need for 
Brian Urlacher to apologize. He 
understands the _ linebacker’s 
frustration, and if there’s any ill 
will between the Chicago Bears’ 
stars, the quarterback passed on 
confirming it. 

Sound familiar? After reports 
of a rift in the summer, their re- 
lationship again was fodder for 
discussion after Urlacher ques- 
tioned the Bears’ direction while 
wondering why they went from 
emphasizing the run to the pass 
during an interview with Yahoo!

both of whom have downplayed the person- 
al significance of their game this week.

“He was the clear leader, and it’s fas- 
cinating to me how the last few years the 
Heisman race can turn in the space of one 
weekend, much more so than it ever used 
to,” Maisel said. He added that he felt In- 
gram and Gerhart have played more con- 
sistently than McCoy and Tebow. 

“The performance last week, I’m sure 
people are talking that it hurt me,” Ingram 
said.

His ability to fire 
up the Gators has left an impression on 
Alabama players. 

“IT saw him a couple of times when the 
defense was going on the field, going and 
saying something to them, and then they 
go and get a three-and-out or a big sack,” 
Tide linebacker Rolando McClain said. 


“He’s just a great leader.” 

Meyer said Tebow has been throwing 
the ball much better late in the season. He 
has had a pass-efficiency rating of at least 
166 in five of the past six games. For con- 
text, his season rating of 160.7 ranks fifth 
nationally. 

“T think protection’s better, too,” Meyer 
said. “It’s all tied together. Whenever you 
throw a ball, you’ve got several different 
components. It all starts with protection, 
then you’ve got timing between the quar- 
terback and receivers. It’s just better and 
everybody’s healthy.” 

Like Ingram, Tebow faces a huge chal- 
lenge against a Tide team that leads the 
nation in pass-defense efficiency. Alabama 
has racked up 19 interceptions and allowed 
only eight touchdown passes. 

It should be hard for either to put up 
huge numbers. 

Tebow has lined up one vote, if only of 
confidence. 

“That’s our leader, that’s our quarter- 
back,” Gators defensive tackle Omar Hunt- 
er said. “He should win the Heisman. He’s 
the best player in college football.”

Warriors expect to contend 
for KAIAC, Far East titles

After two years of near misses 
and heartbreaks, Daegu Ameri- 
can’s boys basketball team stands 
at the cusp of doing something 
it’s not done in a long time — 20 
years, in fact. 

Coach Phillip Loyd believes his 
Warriors finally have what it takes 
to put themselves over the top and 
capture Korean-American Inter- 
scholastic Activities Conference 
and Far East Class A tournament 
titles for the first time since the 
1989-90 season. 

This after the Warriors posted 
back-to-back fourth-place fin- 
ishes in KAIAC tournaments, 
and coming in sixth in the Class 
A tournament in 2008 and third 
last year. Sort of like coming back 
to the dining-room table, rubbing 
hands and demanding the whole 
roast instead of just a taste, Loyd 
said. 

“Most of the guys who were 
there experienced what it was 
like to be in that position,” said 
Loyd, in his fourth year as Daegu 
coach. “Once you’ve reached that 
level, it gives you a new maturity, 
and that’s where they are now — 
smart players looking to engage 
in the fight again.” 

The Warriors, along with four 
other Class A schools in Japan 
and Korea and seven Class AA 
teams in Japan, Korea, Guam and 
Okinawa, begin the chase for Far 
East glory in earnest this week- 
end with full game slates. 

On paper, the Warriors appear 
to have the key ingredients, ex- 
perience, quickness and some 
height, though the roster is heav- 
ily guard-laden. 

Antoine Feagin, David Marti- 
nez, Khiry Loyd and Chris Swain 
bring veteran senior leadership to 
the backcourt, while varsity new- 
comers Tre Griffin and Darius 











Wyche provide depth. And though 
not 6 feet 7 inches tall, as was de- 
parted Drew Snowden (gradu- 
ation), Josh Gosserand brings a 
big-player presence inside. 

Despite losing all four games in 
a post-level tournament at Camp 
Walker over Thanksgiving week- 
end, Loyd said he was impressed 
with how the team grew with 
each game. 

“They found the obstacles, sur- 
mounted the obstacles and played 
good ball despite playing grown 
men,” Loyd said. 

The keys, Loyd said, are play- 
ing to their potential and hold- 
ing it together as a team. Should 
that happen, both KAIAC and 
Class A titles are “very definitely 
possible.” 

“This team is designed to peak 
at Far East,’ Loyd said. “We’ll 
use the season as a learning ex- 
perience, but the two goals are 
KAIAC and Far East. We’ve been 
in the semifinals; there’s no rea- 
son we shouldn’t be in the finals.” 

Also seeking a return trip, and 
fighting a similar bout of title 
hunger, is last year’s Class AA 
runner-up Yokota. The Panthers 
came within a missed despera- 
tion buzzer shot of capturing their 
first Class AA title last February, 
losing 38-36 to St. Mary’s Inter- 
national on their home court. 

But this is a Yokota team vast- 
ly different from a season ago, 
when it sported a solid inside-out- 
side game with point guard Tajh 
Kirby and center Keron Brown. 
The tallest player on coach Paul 
Ettl’s roster is Antony Phillips, a 
5-11 senior who will play center. 

“We'll have to find another 
style of play. We’re not going to be 
the team we were last year,” Ettl 
said. “This team is going to have 
to find its own personality and 
road to success.”

‘L’ sets record; 
Cavs block Suns

CLEVELAND — As 20,000 
fans filled the arena with the 
droning sound of his nickname, 
Cavaliers center Zydrunas II- 
gauskas choked back tears. 

The big man, Known simply as 
“Z,” finally had his moment. 

“That was one of the coolest 
things I’ve experienced in my 
life,” he said. 

Ilgauskas, who overcame se- 
vere foot injuries early in his 
career to become an All-Star 
center, scored 14 points and set a 
Cleveland team record for games 
played, and Shaquille O’Neal 
scored 12 as the Cavaliers dis- 
mantled Shaq’s former team with 
a 107-90 victory over the Phoenix 
Suns on Wednesday night. 

LeBron James just missed a 
triple-double as the Cavs handed 
the Suns their second straight 
lopsided loss. 

Ilgauskas, forced to accept 
a backup role when the Cavs 
acquired O’Neal, became the 
team’s career leader with 724 
games played — finally. He had 
been expected to surpass former 
teammate and general manager 
Danny Ferry on Saturday against 
Dallas, but was never put in the 
game by coach Mike Brown. 

The snub angered James, who 
called out Brown in support of his 
teammate. 

When Ilgauskas checked in 
with 3:50 left in the first quarter, 
Cleveland fans broke into deaf- 
ening chants of “ZZZZZZ” and 
gave the team’s career leader in 
rebounds and blocks an extended 
standing ovation that began as 
soon as the 7-foot-3 center began 
peeling off his warmups. 

“That’s the closest I’ve ever 
come to tears on the basketball 
floor,” Ilgauskas said. 

Ilgauskas stoically stood in 
front of his locker after the game. 
He didn’t field any questions and 
apologized to reporters for not 
being available since Saturday’s 
puzzling benching. 

“Obviously, I was very disap- 
pointed I didn’t play in the last 
game,” he said. “I know I’m a 
good player. It made me more dis- 
appointed and upset with acts that 
followed and this whole mess that 
has been created. I’m not going to 
go into any details. I’m going to be 
a bigger man and walk away from 
this. I know when I go to bed at 
night my conscience is clear. 

“T love this team. I love my 
teammates. They are like a family 
to me. I’m going to come every day 
to work and try my hardest. Hope- 
fully we can win a championship 
for this city because they deserve 
it. It has not been an easy ordeal.” 

Brown, who said Tuesday that 
he wished he would have handled 
Saturday’s game _ differently, 
sidestepped the issue before the 
game. Afterward, team owner 
Dan Gilbert released a statement 
in which he said Ilgauskas had 
asked that his milestone not be 
acknowledged during the game. 


“Tt is fitting that Z broke the re- 
cord for most games played in a 
Cavaliers uniform,” Gilbert said. 
“His journey to this point has 
been remarkable in many ways 
and we all have a great deal of re- 
spect and admiration for what Z 
has accomplished.” 

O’Neal was proud to share in 
Ilgauskas’ big night. 

“T don’t consider him my back- 
up,” he said. “I consider him my 
partner.” 

James finished with 12 points, 
10 assists, eight rebounds and an- 
other chase-down block of Suns 
guard Jason Richardson, whom 
he victimized last season. 

It was the second straight 
blowout for the Suns, who were 
throttled 126-99 by the Knicks on 
Tuesday night.

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New Jersey hits 
new low; 0-18 is 
worst start ever

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J.— They are 
off to the worst start in NBA history, and 
the New Jersey Nets might not have hit 
bottom yet. 

“There’s going to be a few more weeks 
of adjustment, unfortunately,” outgoing in- 
terim coach Tom Barrise said. 

How much lower can they get? 

New Jersey was pounded into NBA in- 
famy Wednesday night, falling 117-101 to 
the Dallas Mavericks for its 18th straight 
loss to start the season. 

The Mavericks made 17 of 19 shots and 
opened a 27-point lead in a nearly flawless 
second period, burying the Nets early in 
former New Jersey captain Jason Kidd’s 
second trip back to his old home. 

The Nets passed the 1988-89 Miami Heat 
and 1999 Los Angeles Clippers, who both 
dropped their first 17 games. New Jersey’s 
next chance to end the streak comes Fri- 
day at home against Charlotte. 

“T think what happens is you know it 
wears on you,” Barrise said. “It’s not a two- 
game losing streak. We play four games a 
week in this league and it’s every day and 
every other day, and you know you hear it 
and you start to feel it a little bit.” 

Dallas shot 81 percent in the first half, 
the first NBA team to make 80 percent of 
its shots in a half since the Denver Nuggets 
hit 82 percent against the Clippers on April 
4, 2006, according to STATS, LLC. 

“At this point, I feel the streak has defi- 
nitely gotten the best of us. It’s really not 
starting to get to us now,” guard Chris 
Douglas-Roberts said. “So when a team 
goes on a run, we kind of, it’s almost like 
we give up, which is really unfortunate but 
that’s what it looks like to me. We kind of 
give up and just lay down instead of trying 
to fight.” 

The NBA record for longest skid during 
a season is 23 games, shared by the Mem- 
phis Grizzlies and Nuggets. 

Dirk Nowitzki scored 24 points and Kidd 
had 16 points, 10 assists and eight rebounds

for the Mavericks, who led by 31 points in 
the third quarter. Erick Dampier added 18 
points and 11 rebounds, and Jason Terry 
also scored 18 points. 

The Nets, the NBA’s worst team in scor- 
ing and shooting, could only blame their 
defense this time, which gives new coach 
Kiki Vandeweghe something to address 
when he runs his first practice Thursday. 

Vandeweghe, the Nets’ general manager, 
replaced the fired Lawrence Frank and 
will coach the team the rest of the season 
— but not quite yet. Though his hiring was 
announced Tuesday, Vandeweghe won’t 
coach his first game until Friday. 

Vandeweghe handled the pregame 
coach’s meeting with reporters, then sat in 
a seat above center court with Del Harris, 
the former Dallas assistant who will join 
him on the bench. 

Dallas shot 89.5 percent in the second 
quarter, hitting its final nine shots and mak- 
ing all 10 free throws to build a 77-50 lead. 

There were only a few boos, but then 


again there weren’t many fans. The Nets 
have been plagued by poor crowds for 
years, and a chance to see history or Kidd 
wasn’t enough to change that, as atten- 
dance was announced at just 11,689. 

Some fans left early — a few heckling 
Vandeweghe and Harris on their way out 
— while two sitting courtside wearing 
Santa Claus hat-covered paper bags that 
read “0-18” over their heads were still 
there in the fourth quarter. 

Eyeing the summer of 2010 free-agent 
class and still planning a long-delayed move 
to Brooklyn, the Nets have made a series of 
cost-cutting moves in recent seasons, trad- 
ing Kidd and other players who helped them 
become a perennial playoff team. 

“Tt’s unfortunate. There’s nobody on that 
team that was a part of the run we had 
here,” Kidd said. “They’re going in a dif- 
ferent direction. Personnel-wise, they’re 
young. They got some young talent. The 
future is bright for them if they can stay 
together and stay healthy.”

Hawks hit a high note with ‘one of those nights’

ATLANTA — For a change, 
the Toronto Raptors couldn’t lean 
on Chris Bosh and the Atlanta 
Hawks didn’t have to lean on Joe 
Johnson. 

The Hawks came out far better 
in that comparison of two of the 
NBA’s top 11 scorers. 

Al Horford had 24 points to lead 
nine scorers in double figures 
and the Hawks enjoyed their best 
offensive night in 16 years to beat 
the slumping Raptors 146-115 on 
Wednesday night. 

“Tt was fun. It was one of those 
nights where we couldn’t miss,” 
Horford said. 

Bosh, who averages 25.2 points, 
had a season-low two points in 
only 16 minutes. That left the 
Raptors with far too little offense 


to keep up with the Hawks’ high- 
est-scoring game since Jan. 30, 
1993, when they beat Philadel- 
phia 149-123. 

The Raptors suffered their 
fifth straight loss. The Hawks re- 
gained their momentum after los- 
ing three of four. 

“We were simply outclassed,” 
Toronto coach Jay Triano said. 
“They just destroyed us.” 

Atlanta, held below 90 points 
in its last three losses, enjoyed an 
offensive revival against the Rap- 
tors, who are next to last in the 
NBA with their average of 109.1 
points allowed. 

“We didn’t magically appear 
last on the charts defensively,” 
Bosh said, adding the team’s “de- 
fensive effort hasn’t been there 
for a while. ... I mean, tonight was 
just a total embarrassment.” 

Bosh sat out much of the first 


half with foul trouble and most of 
the second half after the Hawks 
led by more than 20 points. The 
two points were Bosh’s low total 
since scoring one point at Mil- 
waukee on Nov. 6, 2007. 

Bosh’s only points came on two 
free throws in the third period, 
but he was more concerned about 
his team’s defensive lapses. 

“We’ve got to care about it,” 
Bosh said. “That’s what it comes 
down to. Have some pride. With- 
out that pride teams just score at 
will, like they did tonight. 

“If we did care we wouldn’t 
give up 145 points.” 

The Hawks had nine players in 
double figures for the first time 
since Dec. 4, 1987, against New 
Jersey. 

“T think everybody pretty much 
knows we’re an explosive team,” 
Johnson said. “Our consistency is 


where we’re lacking. We’ve got to 
figure it out on the road instead of 
just bringing it at home.” 

The Hawks were playing their 
first game since losing at Detroit 
on Sunday. Coach Mike Woodson 
used the time to stress defense in 
practice. 

“Tt got a little intense the last 
couple of days and we needed 
that,’ Woodson said. “We had been 
lagging from a defensive stand- 
point and rebounding the ball.” 

After they were outrebounded 
53-27 at Detroit, the Hawks had 
26 rebounds in just the first half 
against Toronto and claimed a 51- 
29 advantage for the game. 

The Raptors arrived in Atlanta 
early Wednesday after losing to 
Washington in Toronto on Tues- 
day night and fell to 0-4 in the 
second game of back-to-backs. 

“T think it had something to do 


with their back-to-back games,” 
said Atlanta’s Jamal Crawford, 
who had 16 points. “We jumped 
out early and didn’t look back the 
whole game.” 

DeMar DeRozan had 21 points 
and Marco Belinelli added 16 for 
Toronto. 

Eleven Atlanta players scored 
and Maurice Evans had nine 
points to narrowly miss giving 
the Hawks 10 players in double 
figures. 

Josh Smith had 16 points, in- 
cluding 12 in the opening period, 
and four blocks. Marvin Williams 
added 15 points. 

The Hawks stretched their 
lead by scoring 42 points in the 
second period, a season high for 
any period, for a 75-54 halftime 
lead. Atlanta kept on the pressure 
by adding 39 points in the third 
quarter.
